Tbe Fortnua Catalogue waa publlab- 
ad In 1840— u amull book pur|H>rtlng to 
tie the catalogue of tbe private library 
of a certain Count J. N. A. de Furtaaa 
of Bliiche, In Belgium. AltlioiigU the 
book conalated of but fourteen pagea 
and Hated only 'fifty-two titlea, it 
ftirred up a veritable teaiiot tempeat 
aaioug tbe wlae beada. Tbe reaaon 
waa not far to seek— not one of the 
tiooka mentioned In tbe catalogue was 
to be found In any other llbrar.v nr 
publlsher'a list! They were all abso- 
lutely “sole surviving'’ c<H>lea of In- 
tcuaely Intereating worka. In the 
worda of tbe catalogue Itself, "the 
count pitileaaly ex|)elle<1 from hh 
tbalvea liooka for which he hod paid 
tbeir weight In gold— aa auun aa be 
learned tbat a work up to that time 
unknown bad been ineutiunetl in any 
ra|ulogue.” Kncli new reaeurcb of 
learned Invtwtlgutora Into tbe book 
lore of antbpilty. It waa claimed, "bud 
thlnnt'd atlll further tbe already dec 
iinuted rauka of the count's sacred 
battalion." Weary of bla tremcndoiia 
and self liiipuaed task of collecting 
only unique speetinens, the count wna 
stated to have died on Sept. 1, 1830, 
and hla library was now offered for 
•ale. Apparently the fraudulent char- 
acter of such master foolery was quite 
patent. Yet the high brows "bit” en- 
tbuslHaticall.v, and there resulted one 
0 ^ the luuat uinuaing Incidents of the 
decade 

For Instantly the learne<I Itook lovers 
were up in arms, each trying to «4itdo 
bis rival and secure for himself the 
most pr«-cloiis of the treasures at the 
•ale whieli was advertised. OrdiVa 
poured lu from all over Kurope on the 
tsihalf of scholarly s<K-letlea, libraries, 
royal families and literary epicures. 
Uue bookseller came fill tbe way from 
Amsterdam just to see No. 75, tbe 
“Corpus Juris CIvllls." Tbe rrluccs^ 
le Ligue "for tbe honor of her fami- 
ly” ordered No. 48 at any price to aup- 
press It on account of certain discred- 
itable family episodes it was supposed 
to contain. Many other prominent per- 
sons and instltutlona clamored for a 
chance at the collection. “Men re- 
membered having 4een books tbat nev 
er existed,” aaya William Shepard 
"The foreman In Castenian's printing 
offlee at Tourney bad distinct recollec- 
tiona of a bogus volume credited to hla 
press.” 

Unfortunately the advertised sale 
never came off. On tbe bth of Au- 
guat, tbe day before It was to have be- 
gun, tbe Urusaels papers announced 
tbat tbe town of Blncbe bad determin- 
ed to keep the collection intact by pur- 
chasing It with public funds. Tbe 
Vmnslng part of this statement waa 
tbat Blncbe wee a most Insignificant 
Tillage, quite unable to purebaae much 
of anything, let alone a univeraally de- 
sired library. Still, even tbat etate- 
meat was believed. 

The truth eventually transpired that
